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Sevres Uses Two Shades, the Familiar 
Grass and Apple Tints. 

‘It fs the day of the specialist, even 
In china collecting, The field was 
found too vast to be covered by one 
collector, who realized that, though art 
might be long, her purse was not, and, 
moreover, time was fleeting, So here 
and there arose the being who decided 
to make one particular branch her own 
and to cleave to that only. Blue and 
white naturally found most votaries to 
begin with till the more enterprising 
branched ‘off into other color schemes, 
of which green and white was the 
most attractive. But green is a color 
which has always fallen under the ban 
of being considered unlucky by the su- 
perstitious, and superstition is a hard 
nut to crack. Still, fashion surmounts 
alt obstacles, and gradually we see the 
votaries of green china in the ascend- 
ent. Incidentally the same thing is 
happening to prices. Green china of 
the right tint does not now have to 
wait long upon the order of its going. 
The supply is not equal to the demand. 
It is a fascinating pursuit and a most 
decorative object when found, for, 
though it looks its best massed to- 
gether in bold groups, it mingles well 
with other china, which cannot be said 
for the old favorite, blue and' white. 
But it is exigent in its background 
and surroundings. It calls loudly for 
white walls and chintz furniture and 
a somewhat countrified aspect general- 
ly, for most of the china in which 
green predominates is decorated with 
old fashioned posies of country flowers 
—roses and gilliflowers, stocks and 
pansies. 

Tea.services with wide shallow cups, 
dessert services, quaint jugs, vases and 
delightful baskets form the usual treas- 
ure trove. Bowls are few and far be- 
tween; specimen pieces are far to 
seek.

APPLYING LACE. 


A Neat Finish For Dainty Linen Hand- 
kerchiefs, 

There is a most delightful and very 
little known stitch by which lace is ap- 
plied to a fine fabric, such as a hand- 
kerchief. 

It is known as incrustation and may 
be used for both insertions and edges. 

It is made as follows: Lay the lace 
over the fabric on the edge to the depth 
of half an inch or so. Baste it straight 
to a thread a little distance from the 
edge of the lace and take a stitch back- 
ward in the fabric. 

Draw the thread tight and put the 
needle in the fabric in the same. hole 
in which it was first inserted and bring 
it out through the fabric and the ex- 
treme edge of the lace, 

Draw the thread through the entire 
length. Take a back stitch. through the 
lace edge and the fabric and bring it 
out In the hole which was pierced by 
the previous stitch. Repeat this until 
the lace is fastened to the fabric. 

On the back it will appear like a her. 
ringbone stitch. Drawing the thread 
tight in this way and making practical- 
ly a stitch and a half each time, the 
lace is finished with a pretty open 
edge which looks like hemstitching, 

Now cut away the linen from under 
the lace to within an eighth of an.inch 
from the edge. This raw edge does not 
make the work weak, and it launders 
beautifully, 

Frenchwomen are not in the least bit 
afraid of a raw edge on the wrong 
side, and very often they avoid in this 
way what might be called sewing a 
thing to death—sewing which takes 
away much grace, 


To Build Artificial Island. 

The war department has determined 
upen plans for the building of an artt 
ficial island at the entrance to Chesa- 
peake bay. This island will be built up 
from a submerged ledge and will be 
made sufficiently large to contain, be 
sides a battery to command the ap 
proach to the bay’s entrance, quarters 
and bgrracks for men and a parade 
ground for drill, togetner with suita- 
ble storehouses for provisions and am- 
munition which would be required for 
a protracted period.

END OF THE WORLD. 


One Scientific Theory of How Our 
Planet May Perish. 

A scientific forecast of how the end 
of the world might come has been 
given by Professor Ellard Gore. His 
theory is that final cataclysm may pos- 
Bibly be the result of a collision bes 
tween the sun and some dark, dead, 
derelict planet. 

Although astronomers have no ac 
tual proof that such dead suns exist, 
without life or light and careering 
about in space, they believe it quite 
possible.

TAILLESS CATS. 


Considerable Doubt Still Exists as to 
Their Origin. 

M. Gustave Loisel, a naturalist 
charged with a mission to the Isle of 
Mun, bas just published a long report 
of a visit to that island, where he was 
able to observe the existence of. tail- 
less cats, about which there is a lack 
of precise data and which Darwin 
studied for some time, 
It is rather surprising that there is a 
divergence of views on the character- 
istics of the animal at present. It is 
nevertheless recognized that it is rare. 
M. Gustave Loisel had difficulty In pro- 
curing a Manx cat, the seller asking 
from 375 to 625 franes each. 
‘There is muck discussion about the 
coats of these cais. Some people say 
they are black, others sandy, others 
again variegated. As for the tail, some 
say they have tails without having 
them; others say that, though there is 
bo tail, yet there is some. M. Loise) 
says the tail is lacking, is reduced to a 
sinewy, knotted, twisted, fillet under 
the skin. The posterior part of the ant- 
mal is well developed, aw if that part 
had been nourished by the tail and had 
absorbed it. This gives the animal a 
distinctive form, 

Did the species originate locally? 
This is possible. On the other hand, 
na Dorsetshire village there is a num- 
ber of tailless cats, progeny of a fe- 
male cat which lost her tail through 
accident. 

Did the species come from a distant 
quatter? This again is possible. The 
common cat is mentioned in a text dat- 
ing from the ninth century (“Laws-of 
the Welsh Prince Hoelda”) as a rare 
animal of recent date. The tailless cat 
is only mentioned at the beginning of 
the nineteenth century. Or did this 
species come from a wrecked vessel 
coming from Prussia, where cats of 
this kind do not seem to have been 
abundant, or Japan, Malavsia or the 
Crimea, where the existence of cats 
without tails is on record? 

As a matter of fact, nothing is 
known for certain. M. G. Loisel re- 
cords that cats without tails have a 
profound antipathy toward the ordi- 
nary cat. He has, moreover, come 
across another interesting variety in 
the Isle of Man, a species of chickens 
without rumps. Possibly the climate 
is unfavorable for the development of 
posterior appeadices.—-From L’Eteu- 
dard Egyptien.

To Enforce the Law. 


Fire Protection ‘Laws in the 
Village Ordinance to be 
Strictly Enforced. 


On another page will be found a public 
notice, signed by the Secretary-Treasurer 
of the Village, notifying all concerned 
that it is intended to put the provisions 
of the Ordinance relating to Fire Pro- 
tection into effect and warning citizens to 
govern themselves accordingly. As ig- 
norance of the law is no excuse for law- 
breaking, we print the provisions relat- 
ing to Fire Protection as they appear in 
the Village Ordinance. 


1. No person shall keep on any prem- 
ises a larger quantity of gunpower or oth- 
er explosive than twenty-five pounds un- 
less it be stored at least one hundred feet 
from any building; 

2. No person shall keep on any prem- 
ises a greater quantity of kerosene than 
five barrels thereof unless it be stored at 
least sixty-six feet from any building; 

3. No person shall have or erect on 
any premises any building built in whole 
or in part of manure, hay, straw, or 
place on the roof of any building any 
manure, hay or straw unless such build- 
ing be afeast one hundred feet distant 
from any other building in which a fire 
is ever kindled; 

4. No person shall have any stack of 
grain, hay, straw, on any premises with- 
in one hundred feet of any building in 
which a fire is ever kindled; 

5. No person shall enter any stable 
or barn with any candle or lamp not en- 
| closed in a lantern or with a lighted pipe, 
cigar or cigarette; al 
| 6. No person shall set out fire within 
| fifty feet of any building: 

Provided that any blacksmith may 
build a fire within fifty feet of his shop 
for purposes of his ‘trade; 

7. No person shall deposit ashes in 
any wooden container unless it be lined 
| with metal; 

$. All ovens and furnaces shall be 
| properly connected with a.chimney of 
brick, stone or concrete at least. three 
feet higher than the building in which 
| such oven or furnace is built; 

. There shall be a space of at least 
| nine inches between any stovepipe and 
any partition or floor through which it 


| of brick, cement, or concrete at least two 
Hinehes 4 in thickness, and of the full depth 
| of such partition or floor; and every 
| such stovepipe shall be inserted into a 
, chimney of brick, stone or concrete; 
| 10. At least twelve inches shall inter- 
vene between any stove in use and the 
partition or wall nearest thereto; 
| ll. Every proprietor or occupant of 
| any house more than one storey high 
with a roof having a pitch greater than 
| one foot in three shall keep a ladder on 
such roof near the chimney thereof. 

(2) Any person contravening any of 
the provisions of this section shall be 
guilty of an offence and liable on sum- 
mary conviction to a penalty not exceding

THE TOSS OF A COM, 


Mathematics of of the Turning of 
Heads or Tails. 


. CHANCE AND THEORY CLASH. 


If Heads Turn Ten Times In Sequence, 
Theory Says the Odds Are Against 
Another Head, Yet Chance Says the 
Odds on the Next Toss Are Even. 


A famous mathematician, Professor 


Karl Pearson, once spent the greater | 


part of his vacation deliberately. toss- 
ing a shilling and making careful notes 
of how it fell, He spun the shilling 
25,000 times, and a pupil of bis, work. 
ing separately, spun a penny 8,200 
times und also tested the drawing of 
9,000 tickets from a bag. 

It nay seem strange that a learned 
professor should put himself to such 
an amount of trouble to demonstrate 
what every schoolboy who had ever 
tossed a coin already knew, Yet, as a 
iInatter of fact, few really do grasp 
the laws which govern such an appar- 
ently straightfarward matter as the 
tossing of a coin. In the words of the 
arithmetician, the theory of “runs”— 
that Is, heads turning up repeatedly 
or tails turning up repeatedly—is pre- 
cisely as follows: 

The chance of a bead ts one-half; of 
two heads following, is one-half multi. 
plied .by one-half—that fs, one-quarter; 
of three hends in succession, one-half 
multiplied by one-half multiplied by 
one-half—that is, one-eighth, Now, 
what do you suppose is the chance of 
a run of eleven hends? It is safe to 
Say that not many persons, however 
accustomed to tossing coins, have rea- 
Boned this out. The fact is that one 
“run” of eleven hends is on the aver- 
age only to be expected in 2,048 sets 
of coin tossing. 

Although the man in the street may 
not have reckoned this, be is always 
quite positive that if, say. a. coin has 
falleu ten times head upward he is 
safe to start: backing tails, He puts 
bis money on tails turning up be 
cause, he says, It stunds to sense that 
the run of beads can't continue. But 
does it? At the eleventh toss the head 
of the coin is just as big as it ever 
was. What mysterious influence can 
@ pust event, the tossing of ten beads, 
bave on a future one which has no 
fink with them—namely, the tossing 
of the coin the eleyepth—time? Surely 
WiF'nn event by itself. as Sir 
Hiram Maxim snid of a game at rou- 
lette at Moute Carlo; 

“It is n pure, unadulterated question 
of chance, and it is not influenced in 
the least by anything which has ever 
taken plice before or ‘that ever will 
take place in the future,” 

A nasty plece of plain speaking this 
for the cranks who had published 
schemes for “breaking the bank" and 
whose plans depended entirely on the 


theory that ff one game ended in a | 


win for:"red” the chances against it 
ending “red” a second time were less, 
a third time less still, and so on. 

This of course would be a sound 
enough argument provided that you 
regard some dozens of gumes of rou- 
lette or tosses of a coin all as one con- 
tinnous event. It is quite safe, for in- 
stance, to offer beforehand big odds 
against a coin turning up heads ten 
times running. But iv practice the 
public house loafer does not do this. 
What he does Is to bet on each sepa- 
rate toss by itself, thus defeating bis 
own nims. The odds against n coin 
turning up heads eleven times are as 
bas been shown, something [ike 2.000 
to 1, But suppose you only start det- 
ting ut the tenth toss. What are fhe 
odds agninst the eleventh toss agalp 
being a head? 

The odds, so far from being 2,000 to 
1, are actually 1 to 1! To use an 
Irishism, the odds are even—that ts 
to say, if you split up the eleven tosses 
into eleven separate events to be bet 
on sepurately your bets should be 
“even money” all the time, bowever 
often beads turn up ruvning. But if 
you view the eleven tosses us one com- 
bined event and you offer a prelimi- 
nary bet against the whole eleven re- 
sults being heads you will have to 
give gigantic odds. 

All this goes to prove the absolute 
The great- 
est mathematicians of the duy cannot 
be certain how a coin will fall, so that 
the man of merely average abilities 
who stakes anything Important on the 
toss of a coin is allowing that part of 
his fortune to pass entirely outside bis 
control,

I have no doubt 1 was close to her 
young, but I had more serious work in 
hand, and so I left her alone. 

I now made my fourth and last 
descent and found myself immediate. 
ly over the nest, but before I could go 
down to it the party handling the rope 
had- to work their way down toward! 
me, since the rope was too short. I"i- 
nally I reached the nest, an enormous 
mass of ‘big sticks measuring more 
than five feet across and doubtless the 
result of many years’ work. In it were 
two eggs much incubated, By stanil 
ing on a } close to the nest ail 
pressing the Samers between my body 
and the face the cliff I was able to 
take some long time exposures wit! 
fairly good results. It was near suv- 
set, and the cliff was in deep shadow, 
which did not facilitate my task.

So in a pound of butter de- 
rived from twenty pints of milk the 
number of bacterin must be almost be- 
youd estimate. <A_ brief computation 
will show that the number of bacteria 
contained In a pound of ‘butter might 
easily reach the-epormous sum of five 
to ten billions.”

TOMORROW’S BIRTHPLACE. 


Line In the Pacific Where it Shakes 
Hands With Yesterday. 

Most people who have read Jules 
Verne’s “Around the World In Eighty 
Days” will remember how narrowly 
the traveler missed his bet, having for- 
gotten that in following the sun from 
east to west he had gained one day. 

When one crosees the Atlantic from 
London to New York he gains rather 
more than half an hour each day. 
From New York to Chicago another 
hour js gained, another to Denver, an- 
other to San Francisco, which is reck- 
oning time eight hours later than Lon- 
don and of course the best part of a 
day later than Shanghai and Yokoha- 
ma. Ih crossing the Pacific there 
comes a time when the day begins, 
where yesterday and tomorrow shake 
hands and where the traveler is cheat- 
ed out of a day in his life : 

In mid-Pacific, going west, one skips 
from Sunday to Tuesday. Going east 
he has one day of the week repeated— 
two Sundays or Tuesdays, as the case 
may be. 

The line of the changing day is not 
a straight one. The islands in the Pa- 
cific take their time from the continent 
with which they trade and from which 
they were discovered. Thus the line 
of the change zigzags down the Pa- 
cific from south to north, dodging be- 
tween the islands. 

Hence it might easily happen that a 
ship which has already skipped a day 
would reach an island which clings to 
San Francisco time. In such a_case it 
would be Monday on shore and Tues- 
day on the ship. 

If the ship’s jolly boat were lying, at 
a wharf, it would be Monday on* 
wharf and Tuesday on the boat. 

And if a person lives somewhere 
near the line he can get a sailboat and 
visit yesterday and tomorrow in the 
most delightful fashion.
